to Erin's Rejection 


of Peace Proposal 


Great Britain Cannot Permit Ireland to Withdraw From the 


Empire, Say* Lloyd George 


To Remain Under One Sovereign 


Britain'* Spokesman Warn* Against Neediest Prolongation 


of Negotiations But Leave* the Door Open 


For Further Efforts 


'(By the Associated Press.) 


, Aug. 29.—Premier Lloyd George today 
* 


joinder to the letter of Earaon de Valera, which re,., 
government's terms for peace in Ireland. 


The Premier's note constituted a firm reiteration of the govern- 


ment's former standpoint that Ireland could not be permitted to with- 
draw from the empire. He said he thought he had made it clear 
m conversations and previous communications that the government 
"can discuss no settlement -which involves a refusal on the part of 
Ireland to accept a frce/equal and loyal partnership in British com- 
monwealth under one sovereign." 


Mr. Lloyd George in concluding his note still held open the door 


for further negotiations with Mr. de Valera and his colleagues if 
Ihey are prepared to examine how far the government's considera- 
tion "can be reconciled with the aspirations you represent." He 
declared, however, that the government could not "prolong a mere 
exchange of notes." 


In his communication Mr, Lloyd George preserved the same 


friendly tone that characterized his former letter to Mr. de Valera. 
Today he buttressed the government's standpoint by quotations from 
Irish patriots and Abraham Lincoln. He warned Mr. de Valera that 
a needless prolongation of negotiations would serve to play into the 
hands of the extremists, who he declared were only anxious to 
wreck the negotiations aud terminate the truce. 


A hopeful aspect of the situation as it is viewed in London politi- 


cal circles is that neither Mr. de Valera. in his latest communication, 
nor Mr. Lloyd George has yet closed the door on the negotiations. 


Text Premier Lloyd George's Reply 


The text of the reply is as follows: 
"Sir: Th* British government is profoundly disappointed by your let- 


ter of Aug. 24. You writ* ol the condltons of the meetings between us as 
though no meeting bad 
ever taken place. 


"I must remind you, therefore, that when I asked you to meet me six 


t?*eks afo I made no preliminary conditions of any sort. 
You cttme to 


London on that invitation and exchanged views -frith me at three meetings 
of considerable length. The proposals I made to lou after those meetings 
•were based on full and sympathetic consideration of the views which you 
*rpressed. 


"They wers not made tn any haggling spirit. On the contrary, my coi- 


L leagues and I went to the very limit of our powers in endeavoring to recon- 
jcile British and Irish Interests. Our propsals have eone , far 
beyond all 


prscedent and have been approved as liberal by the whole of the civilized 
•world. Evan in quarters which <iad ah/own sympathy with the tnoot-extreme- 
of Irish claims they are regarded OB the utmost which the empire can rea- 
vonably offer or Ireland reasonably expect. 


j 
"The only criticism of them I have yet heard outside Ireland la from 


those who maintain that our proposals have overstepped both warrant and 
wisdom in. their liberality. Your letter shows no recognition of this, and 
further negotiations must, I fear, be futile, unless some definite progress Is 
made towards an acceptance on such basis. 


"You 
declare our proposals involve the surrender of Ireland's whole 


'national tradition and reduce her to subserv'^-ice. 
What are the 
facts? 


Under the settlement we outlined Ireland would control every nerve and 
fibre of her national existence. She would apeak her own 
language 
and 


make her own religious lite; she would have complete power over taxa- 
tion ami finance, subject only to an agreement for keeping trade and trans- 
ports as free as passible between herself and Great Britain, her best mar- 
ket. 


"She 
would have uncontrolled authority over education and all the moral 


and spiritual Interests of her race; she would have it also over law and or* 
der. over land and agriculture, over conditions of labor and Industry, over 
ihe health and homes of her peoples and over her own defense. 


"She 
would, In fact, within the shores of Ireland, be free in every 


respect of national activity, national expression and national develonmenL 
Tha states of the American union, sovereign though they be, enjoy no such. 
range of rights. 


"Our 
proposals so even further, for they Smite Ireland, to take her place 


as a partner in the great commonwea1*11 oC free nations, united by alle- 
giance to the king-. 


"We consider these proposals completely fulfilling your wish that the 


principles of government by consent of the goierned should be the broad 
and guiding; principles of the settlement which your plenipotentiaries are 
w negotiate. That principle was first developed in England and is the 
Mainspring of the representative institution which she was first to create. 
It uas spread by her throughout the world ant! ia now the very life of the 
•Erftigh commonwealth. 


"We could not have invited the Irish people to take ihelr place In that 


commonwealth on any othei principle, and we are convinced that through 
it v.n can heal old misunderstandings a.id achieve un ent,...'lng partnership 
as honorable to Ireland as to the other nations of which the common- 
«eath consists. 


But when you ar/gue that the relations ol Ireland with th* British 


Empire are comparable in principle to those of Holland or Belgium with 
Hie German empire, I tind it necessary to repeat once more that those are 
liremis«s which no British government, whoever its completion, can ever 
accept. 


"in demanding that Ireland should be treated u a separate lovrelen 


J>o*er, WJth no aiiegiance to the crown and no loyalty to the sister nations 
of the commonwealth, >ou are adiancimj cl.ulms which the most famous 
lailonahsta leaders in Irish history, from Grattan to Parnell and Ited- 
rooiiel luve explicitly disowned. 


Grattan in a famous phrase declared that the ocenn protects against 


separation and the seas against union. Daniel O'Conncil. most eloquent per- 
haps of an the spokesmen of the Irish national cause, protested thus in 
the hoii-ie of commons Jn 1830: 


•N'eier did monarch receive more undivided allegiance than the present 


Wg iroro the men who In Ireland agitato the repeal of tha union Ne\er was 
there grosser calumny than to assert that they wish to procure separation 
"ftwcen the two countries Never was there a greater mistake than to sup- 
PMe ihnt we wish to dissolve the connection.' " 


The premier then quotes a letter written in 1354 to the Duke of Wel- 


lington hy Thomas Davis, "a fervent exponent of the ideals of joung Ire-

" 'Physically speaking, he said, -we cannot separate. We cannot remove 


our respective sections from each other now and build an impossible wall 
between them * • * • It is impossible then to make that intercourse more 
advantageous or more satisfactory if separated than before. * * • * Suppose 
you go to war^you cannot fight always; and when after much loss on both 
sides and no gain for either, you cease fighting, the identical old question 
as tr terms of intercourse again are upon you.' 


"I do not think it can reasonably be contended that the relations between 
Great Britain and Ireland are In any dttterent case. 


"I thought I had made it clear, both In rny conversations with you and tn 


my two subsequent communications that we can discuss no settlement 
which involves a refusal on the part of Ireland to accept our invitation to a 
free royal and loyal partnership in theBritish 
commonwealth 
under 
one 
sovereign. 


"I am reluctant to precipitate this issue, but must point out that a prolon- 
gation of the present state of affairs Is dangerous. Action is being taken In 
various directions, which, if continued, would prejudice the truth and must 
ultimately lead to its termination. This would indeed be deplorable, 


"While therefore prepared to make every allowance as to time which will 


advance the cause of peace, we cannot prolong a mere exchange of notes. It 
la essential that.some dennite and immediate progress should be made to- 
ward an understanding upon which further negotiations can usefully pro- 
ceed. Your letter seems to us, unfortunately, to show no such proercia. 


"In this and my previous letter I have set forth the considerations which 


must govern the attitude of his majesty's government in any negotiation* 
which they undertake. If you are prepared to exe^lne how far these con- 
siderations can be reconciled with the aspirations you represent, I shall be 
happy to meet you and your colleagues,

New Tork, Aug. 25. — Standards for 


admission to the American bar are at- 
tacked in a report on an investigation 
by the Carnegie Foundation for Teach- 
ing, issued todaj.

still do maintain that the company 
alone haa authority to deal with its 
own employes. 


"We did not object to designations 


on the ba.llot showing whether the 
candidates for employe representa- 
tives were organized

not. 


Many of them at the lost election did 
have such designations." 


Gent. Atterbury referred to a closed 


meeting held lost Monday between em- 
ploye representatives and the man- 
agement, when It was pointed out by 
the men who voted, to those who did 
not,

about 25,000 men of the shops crafts 
and 15,000 of the brotherhood of rail- 
way and steamship clerks and other 
organizations had not.

ISSUES AN APPEAL 


To the Citizens of America to De- 


feat Placing Such Powers 


in the Courts 


Atlantic City. N. J-. Aug. «.—An 


appeal to the "Citizens o£ Amenta" 
fur defeat of the Kelson bill, just pats- 
ed by the senate, was Issued tonight 
by the executive council of the Ameri- 
can federation ot Labor. 


The sratement described the bill, 


which relates to tlie Issuance of war- 
rants by fedora] Judges, as "the most 
subtle and pernicious attack yet ma 
In the history of our land upon the 
constitutional safeguards of the rignts 
ana liberties ot our peoples." 


"No attack yet made." continued the 
statement, "ims been more subtle ana 
more vicious In character and more 
fundamentally destructive of liberties, 
of aa our peoples than that contemp 
latcd in the bill introduced by Senator 
Nelson of Minnesota and passed In the 
senate by a cavernous route and dark 
ened waya—a, bill which has for its 
purpose the placing Into the hands of 
our federal court* a power formerly 
possessed only by kings, and in which 
citizens were treated as subjects rather 
than as the soverigrns of a. nation. 
"This particular bill intends giving 


the right and opportunity to any Judge 
in a federal district to issue a warrant 
for the arrest of an Individual person 
who may live in a far distant state, 
and to transport him to the place of 
indictment and trial without giving 
him the opportunity of a hearing on 
the probable cause upon which the in- 
dictment or complaint ia founded be- 
fore being removed from the district 
of his domicile. 
"In other words, this bill has for It* 


objective the revival of legalised kid- 
napping and the taking of the heart 
out of the wrltjof habeas corpus, one 
or the great writs wrested oy the peo- 
ple from the kings and the ruling class 
for the safety and protection of the 
liberties of the people. 


"This bill intends to grant to the 


Judicial branch of our government & 
power which will place the liberties 
of our people under its complete dom- 
nation. It Is a bill that has no Justi- 
fiable cause for its proposal and a. bill 
that has tor ita purpose the attainment 
of end* in complete variance with our 
democratic institutions and which con 
filets with, constitutional safeguards. 
I'll i> Inconceivably,that th* -rights 


and liberties of 
American freedom 


shall be left to the complete and ex- 
clusive mercy of judge* clothed with 
extraordinary power. 
"We are driving 


altogether too rapidly toward Judicial 
autocracy. 
"Having just emerged out of a suc- 


cessful war to make sure the princi- 
ples of democracy and to wrest the 
sovereign power from the hands of 
royalty, It Is Inconceivable that wo 
should now willingly acquiesce In dele- 
gating such powers into the hands of 
the courts.^

TREATY NOW SIGNED 


Separate Trade Treaty With Ger- 


many Probably Will Be Sought 


in the Near Future 


Washington, Aug. J«.—Inilmatloi 


uero given in high official quarters 
today that withdrawals of American 
tioops from the P.hlne will be seri- 
ously considered as soon EL» the peace 
tieaty signed yesterday In Berlin has 
been ratified by the Senate and the 
German Reichstag 


No definite piediction was made, 


but it became known that ones peace 
actually was established the admin- 
istration would feel there would be 
no necessity ot burdening Germany 
with the support of an army of occu- 
pation 


Under th» new ti <ea.tr. Germany 
agrees to perpetuate the promise she 
made in the treaty of Versailles to 
puy the expenses of occupation but 
there is no direct mention of the sub- 
ject which, it Is understood, could 
be interpreted as in any way affect- 
ing the present situation or binding 
the United States either to remain o-- 
to withdraw. 


The Versailles agreement fixed IS 
years as the maximum perio* of occu- 
pation. 
So far as is known there 


was no consideration of the subject 
in the negotiations leading up to the 
present treaty, and officials take th« 
view here that the de-lsion lies wholly 
with this government. It Is suggested 
by those favoring an early with- 
drawal, however, that maintenance of 
the forces of occupation might Impoie 
such'a financial burden on Germany 
as to delay materially her payment 
of reparation. 


Latest available figure* place the 


lumber of American troops in the 
army of occupation at H.OfiO. whose 
cost of maintenance Is nearly a, mil- 
lion dollars a month.

Deitnlte the pre-dinposition* of the 


administration to disengage American 
relations from any unnecessary en- 
tanglements in Europe many ques- 
tions will enter into consideration of 
the question of troop withdraw*,!. 
Problems growing out of the occupa- 
tion already have led to dfuurre*- 
merifs among the EuropVtn allies, 
and it is the im nlfest hope of Amer- 
ican officials to avoid offense to any 
of tbem in the course it adopts. 


Although the treaty signed yester- 


day covers in a general way the que*- 
tion of trade v relations by reaffirming

WAR PRICES DIED 


HARD IN TAMPICO 


Money Came Ea&lly in Mexico's 
Oil Metropolis and Was Spent 


With Lavish Hand. 


EVERYTHING WENT SKY HIGH 


C«ntinu«d Afttr Wort Other 


bofnmunltl*! Wer* Experiencing 
~~8«tback— City I* New Under- 


going R«adju*tm*nt, 


Washington. — "Americans who snw 


prices skyrocket at home and who saw 
themselves and their neighbors nearly 
lose their sense of money values, 
would have felt thoroughly at home in 
Tamplco, the great Mexican oil town, 
during til* last few years," says a 
bulletin Issued from th« Washington 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic society. 


This was the port to which United 


States gunboat* were sent recently 
when the closing down of American 
oil wells and reftnerlea because of 
heavy Mexican taxes threw thousands 
of men out of work, and disorders 
were feared. 


Floated to Pr««perlty on Oil. 


"Tttmplco, long a port of no great 


Importance, has had a mushroom 
growth In the last fifteen years," con- 
tinues the bulletin, "its population In- 
creasing from less than 17,000 In 1006 
to well over 100,000 today. And the 
explanation for this great stride for- 
ward can be given la one word — otL 
The biggest 'gusher* the world lias 
ever known was drilled near Tamplco 
In 1903, and scores of other huge 
streams of oil have been opened up In 
the same vicinity since. Hundreds of 
millions of gallons of oil have passed 
through Tamplco, and the town has 
been the financial and business head- 
quarters for fields many miles away. 


"Money flowed easily into the pock' 


ets «f « large number of American 
managers and technical workers who 
were brought in. and Into the hands of 
Mexican landowners, merchants and 
day laborers. The World war raised 
the demand for liquid <nel to unheard 
of heights and It seemed that everyone 
In Tainnico was becoming wealthy. 
Conditions closely paralleled those la 
the oil towns of the United States. 
Silk shirts were not the vogue that 
they were among the loungers along 
every American Main street, but ID 
their way Tampicans became equally 
as proficient spenders. There was lit- 
tle Inclination to 'count tho change.' 
The cost of all articles ot food and ap- 
pqrel 
rose 
tremendously. 
Bents 


•oared 'until ordinary accommodations 
for Americans could not be obtained 
for much under 5200 to $300 per 
month. 


"Because the after-the-war Indus- 


tries of the world required petroleum 
no less than 414 tli* navies of the flght- 
Lng nations during the war, Tamplco's 
prosperity continued after most other 
communities 
whose business watt 


quickened by the war were experi- 
encing a setback. Now, belatedly, the 
city Is undergoing the readjustment 
that came to the rest of the world. 
Ha* More Freight Than vera Cruz. 
"Although Tamplco owes Its pros- 


perity predominantly to oil, It has 
other factors that contribute to It* Im- 
portance. Thanks to a railroad from 
Monterey, connecting with the mlnlug 
region of north-central Mexico, and to 
excellent harbor Improvements, the 
town le an important port of entry 
and export. It hns surpassed Vera 
Cruz In the hulk of commodities han- 
dled, though the latter city probably 
is the port of entry for products ot 
greater aggregate value.

Extraordlnary Case in London Has 


Aroused Considerable Interest 


In Medical Profession. 


London,—Much Interest bus been 


aroused In medlcnl circles here by the 
extraordinary case of a mim whose 
heart continued to beat for nearly 
eight hours after breath ins hod ceased. 
The question arises; When did death 
occur? 


The man In question, a dustman, ap- 


parently had been in good health un- 
til Whltsun, when he became drowsy 
nnd often would have fallen asleep but 
for a severe pain ID his head. 
He 


was admitted to a hospital suffering 
from drowsiness, ittttness of the neck 
muscles and headache, but there w*r« 
no other prominent symptoms. 


It wns decided to test the spinal 


fluid, and accordingly at 11:20 o'clock 
In the morning the man's heart was 
somiaed and tested, after which chloro- 
form and ether -were administered. 
The operation took only half a min- 
ute, but on being turned over on his 
back again he ceased to breathe, al- 
though the heart was beating we». 


Artificial respiration was tried, and 


at 5:30 o'clock a tracing of the beats 
wa* taken. At T:SO the heart ceased 
to bent 


At tbe po^t-mortem examination It 


was found that death was caused by « 
tumor on the right side of the brato 
and that this would have nothing to 
do with respiration censing while the 
heart remained beating. 


An eminent specialist has given as 


his opinion that so long ns his heart 
beat* a man Is not dead, and Bays that 
In sleeping sickness (from whicl the 
dustronn was suffering), as In all brain 
disturbances, breathing may cease. 
though the heart continues to beat, a 
different nerve center being involved. 
But no explanation «f how It could 
continue to beat for more than seven 
and a half hours after respiration had 
eeased is forthcoming.

Court 'Justice McPhilhps has grant- 
ed an injunction restraining the vil- 
lage trustees of Corinth from holding 
a special election tomorrow to vote 
on the authorization of a J £0,000 bond 
issue to pay special police employed j 
by the trustees to keep order as a re- 
sult of the International Paper mill 
strike there. 
The injunction is returnable Sept. 


10. It was Issued cm application of 
Colonel Ransom Qlllett, representing 
the International Paper 
company, 


which pays most of the taxes In Cor- 
inth. Shortly after the company be- 
gan importing strikebreakers into Its 
mills the village

Angora is the rail bead ot the only 
steel highway that penetrates north- 
ern Asia Minor. Beyond tbl* outpost 
of the age ot machinery tie country Is 
wholly dependent for transportation 
on the camel and other beasts of bur- 
den, operating over roads that are far 
from good.1 Sivas lies more than 200 
miles south of the Black «ea. 


"The city exists, howCTer, In it region 


that renched a -very high state of de- 
velopment long before the smoke ot 
puffing locomotives ever darkened an 
Asian landscape, and It Is no meetn 
•city, na cities go in Its part of the 
world. It Is credited with a population 
of 05,000," and Is therefore of about 
the size of LJtt'e Rock, Ark,, and Sac- 
ramento, Gal* Cities with which It has 
tbe further potut In common that It 
Is the capital of a 'state' or vilayet.

"Sivas Is situated on a high plateau 


which Is bleak and even frigid In 
winter when the blasts from 
the 


steppes of central Asia swirl around 
and over the Caucasus and give the 
region a climate comparable to the 
enow-swept plains of Itassfa. But tt 
Is by no means a waste country. The 
grain of the plateaus of the -vilayet 
of Slvas aud tbe fruits from Its valleys- 
help to feed the less favored sections of 
Turkey. It Is rich to copper. Iron, coal 
end other valuable minerals, and it 
an "Industrial Turkey ««ver rises Sivas 
may be Its Silesia or Its Ruhr.

In the world, Sivas (then* Sebastla) 
was one of Us chief 'border cities.

trampled to death under the hoofs of 
his war horses, and followed this mon- 
strous proceeding by having 4,000 of 
the defeated Armenian defenders of 
the city buried alive. Since It went 
through that harrowing experience the 
city has never risen to a position ot

HOHENZOLLERNS ARE THROUGH

Royal peacockery as It appear* 


Germany today la a first-class study 
In self-effacement It must be remem- 
bered that they are all tl'ere—all those 
princes and dukes and counts 
barons whose names before the 
were sprinkled copiously over tli« 
Journals of many capitals. In the old 
days they were received everywhere. 
Hostesses were glad to get them. They 
were distinguished, good talkers 
made excellent dinner party material. 
Then, too, the names always looked 
well In tUe society columns. And now 
tliat no mention of tiiera is seen, even 
In the fatherland, It Is only natural 
to wonder what has become of them 
and how they are assimilating the 
principles of lite under democratic 
rale. 


One day early In J020 I went with 


a friend into Felzer'a restaurant, In 
Neue Wilhclmstrassc, where one can 
have uncensored drinks at uncensored 
hours. Alongside roe at tlte bar, Gor- 
don Stiles writes In the New York 
Tribune, stood a tall, somewhat dys- 
peptic-looking Individual, who obvious- 
ly took a great Interest in our English 
conversation. His general appearance 
was tint of an Englishman. He had 
the trailing, horseshoe mustache of 
the Briton and tbc pink roundness 
which no amount of starvation can 
knock out of the German was missing. 


Yet there were about him pertain 


undeniable Teutonic 
characteristics, 


His speech was that of a German aris- 
tocrat and when at times h« forsook 
the support of the bar his manner and 
carriage became purely Prussian. 


I asked hltn to have & drink with 


me. And he took me up.

asked the bartender, after my late 
companion disappeared.

Ernst Gnnther, dnfce ol Schlcswlg- 


HoTsteln, and brother of the late 
ka I serin, Is the son of Duke Frederick. 
Despite the loss ol his northern es- 
tate, he Is wealthy. He makes his 
home In his magnificent 
••astle In 


Silesia and leaves It only on such oo 
cftalons as business requires his pres- 
ence In Berlin. 


The duke Is a man of medium height, 


atocklly bntlt and erect In carriage. 
His white halt* and beard—aided some- 
wliat by sold-rlnjmed eyeglasses on a 
chain—gave hint a distinguished and 
substantial appearance. He uses his 
glasses mostly for gesturing purposes, 
U)rough the medium of the right hand. 


Well, as I remarked above, the duke 


was full of troubles when I first sow 
him. 
He felt ttiat he was the victim of 


a rough deal 'n connection with its 
Schlesn Ig-Holstcln property. 
Under 


the. 
plebiscite terms all 
property 


owned by the reigning family or by 
any person who might be In line for 
the throne was slated for confiscation. 
And the duke felt that not only \raa 
he being treated unfairly by the Bi- 
lled powers, but declared he had been 
tricked by the Danish governraent- 


Hls contention was that his estate 


came In the category of private prop- 
erty owned by n private Individual 
and Inasmuch ns It had been an- 
nounced time such property would be 
respected, lie protested 
vigorously 


against the pending confiscation, 


In the old days the <luke was wont 


to travel with a host of retainers and 
whole floors at the smartest hotels 
of many cities were engaged far In 
cdi ance. 
Now he contents himself 


with one secretary and his goings and 
comings are as unostentatious as pos- 
sible. 


Kalter'* Son* Muzzled. 


Kfrange as It may seem, less Is 


seen and heard of the kaiser's three 
sons remaining In Germany tlian of 
other royalty. I tbink I discovered 
the explanation of tills during a pro- 
tracted effort to Interview Eltcl Fried- 
rich. It was explained that, -while the 
prince might not object to cxpre^slnc 
his views on current affairs, hp virtual- 
ly had been ordered by the socialist 
government to keep Ills mouth shut. 
He had been told that as long us he 
did ao he would be unmolested, but 
that If he started airing bis opinions 
for publication he would be placed 
under surveillance at once and kept 
there. 


As a matter of fact, I do not think 


ElteVs opinions would be worth much, 
anyway. A fat, flabby bodj Is topped 
off by ft red, flabby face, \\hlch hna 
about the same amount of expression 
as a chestnut slab. As near as I ran 
nv>k^ out. ttl* entire rfncrtolre consists 
of Cfttlnsr, sleeping, drinking nnd at- 
tending church on Sunday. 


Adalbert and Oscar also live in 


Potsdam, but are seldom seen outside j 
a small circle of Intimates. Sometimes j 
one or *hc cilier of them slips Into j 
Berlin for a day, but he docs It m Ithont ! 
the sounding of trumpets and without I 
notifying the communist leaders of his 
intentions. 


They are wise In avoiding the pro- 


letariat ns much as possible. 


the Hoheazollera family lias been 
eliminated definitely 
from Q«rmia 


rule. Even if the country adopted a 
mooarciiial form of government, the 
people's choice of a regent wogld not 
fail upon any member of the lat* 
reigning family. But it la sate to MJ 
that outside of Prussia, 85 per cent 
of the people wish nothing more to do 
with kings and emperors. The picture 
Of the kaiser slipping over the Dotcb 
frontier, leaving his army ;n the lurch 
and avoiding the subsequent sufferings 
which Germany has undergone while 
he lived in comfort, ta still fresh In 
the mind of the ordinary German. 


Upon the attitude of th* masses ex- 


royalty turns a haughty and mote or 
less amused eye. Adversity has not 
lost to princes and dukes the power 
of looking at their alleged inferiors 
In • manner cold, crusting and con- 
temptuous. The look seems to say, 
"Poor fools! Can't you see^that we 
Are only biding our time,?" They poke 
fun at the efforts of the socialist! to 
govern the country and appear to 
feel that a system more to their Ilk* 
ln£ Is bound to come about In time. 


A P«udo-D«moer»t 


Prince Tlcusa has plenty of money, 


derived from large land holdings in 
south Germany, and most of his time 
since 1918 has been spent In the gay- 
est resorts of Berlin. I constantly 
ran upon him In such places as the 
Palais de Danse, the Hotel Adlon and 
the exclusive haunts with which Kw- 
fnrstendamrn Is lined. 


Generally he is accompanied by * 


bejeweled woman and drink* great 
quantities of champagne. But at that 
be always appears bored and almleta 
—as If oepressed by the futility of 
life. In common with many ex-imper- 
ial officers, Hey as served for a. tune 
in the Noske guard, not because he 
sympathized with tbe government, bat 
because he knew that tbe success of 
the radicals would punctate eny mon- 
arch Istle bubble which might be In 
tbe blowing.

Hohenlohe, who, after tbe downfall of 
tbe monarchy, developed into one of 
tbe weirdest characters hi Berlin. In 
fact, so weird did he become that last 
year he took up bis abode In a sana- 
torium where they keep folks under 
mild restraint, and he etlll Is there, 
so far as I know. 


Hohenlohe up to last summer was a 


familiar figure at Berlin's fancy gath- 
ering1 places. Once seen he In not 
forgotten. 
He Is very tali, with no 


particular breadth, and -wears clegaut 
clothes. 


Having on an occasion an opportun- 


ity to steer his highness up against the 
despised proletariat, I picked one of 
the low spots, a little restaurant dance 
hall, the proprletiesa of which was 
a little red-haired 
woman, whose 


name was Mary. She once kept a sail- 
ors' boarding house In the Argentine, 
and I think It unnecessary to say 
more. 


In an aside toVRInry I explained the 


rank of my companion and then Intro- 
duced him. He stiffened up, clicked 
his heels together, and Mary curtsied 
so low that I thought she never would 
rise again. But she made It and later 
pulled herself together sufficiently to 
superintend the cooking of some of the 
best food to he bad In Berlin. That 
was how the prince came to eat 


The wine was good and after awhile

ward ex-royalty nnd German women. 
The former appear to find a grim sat- 
isfaction In the downfall of their 
former superiors. Th-> latter show ev- 
idences of a feeling of pity. The av- 
erage girl Is flattered by any atten- 
tions bestowed upon her b> crashed 
royalty.
